Mr. Phelps placed in nomination as Clerk of the Dele- 
gation. Nominations closed and the Chairman was in- 
structed to cast one ballot for Mr. Phelps he was de- 
clared elected. 

Moved and seconded that the County Delegation 
adopt rules or By-Laws governing the procedure of busi- 
ness of the Convention and the Executive Committee 
be delegated to do the same. Motion carried. 
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The following names placed in nomination for the 
Executive Committee: O’Neil Chairman, Sargent, Char- 
land, Comi, Plourde, Mulaire, Gilman, Bunten, Davis 
and Lessels. Nominations closed and the Clerk was in- 
structed to cast one ballot for the above nominees. The 
Clerk having cast one ballot they were declared elected.

A meeting of the Merrimack County Delegation with 
21 members and 2 delegates present Business of the 
meeting was for a Public Hearing on the budget.

On motion Plourde 
duly seconded the $4,700.00 be added to the adopted 
budget. After explanation by the Superintendent that 
no one lacked funds for incidental expenses, the motion 
was lost. 

Comi, Charland, Gilman, O’Neil, Perry and Bunten 
spoke on the financing of a Sprinkler System, moved by 
Charland and duly seconded that the Sprinkler System 
be paid off in one year. Motion lost 16-20. 

Moved by Cilley and duly seconded that the proposed 
Extension Service budget, as proposed by the Executive 
Committee be amended to read $22,987.00 for the figure 
of $18,000.00, also to substitute $243,200.00 for $221,-

Mr. McIntosh, for the Commission and Superinten- 
dent, explained in detail regarding expenses of the 
Farm, Home, Hospital and Jail, also additional Patients 
at the Home. 

A motion to adjourn was lost. Moved and seconded 
that $2,000.00 be added to Old Age Assistance. Motion 
carried. 

Moved by Cilley and seconded that $800.00 be added 
to Farm, Home, Hospital and Jail. Motion carried. 

Moved by Charland duly seconded that all labor be 
granted a 10% increase across the board. Motion lost 
19-14. 

Moved and seconded that the budget for 1959 be 
$595,024.96. Motion carried. 

Moved and seconded that $460,974.96 be raised Wy 
taxation. Motion carried. 

Guilbeault recorded against the motion. 

Moved by Cilley duly seconded that the Delegation 
give the Matron and Superintendent a rising vote of 
thanks for the excellent dinner. 

On motion of Perry, duly seconded that a more de- 
tailed expense account be furnished next year. Motion 
carried. 

Moved and seconded that any money left over on the 
1959 budget be applied on the 1960 account.

An approximately equal number of other cases, such 
as untimely deaths, autopsies and other matters which 
were not brought to prosecution were handled or par- 
ticipated in by the office of the County Attorney. 1959 
was an average year. However, certain cases which 
commenced in 1958 were carried over into 1959, and 
for that reason the total number of cases handled by the 
County Attorney appears greater than it should be. As 
an overall picture, 1959 was a less active year than pre- 
vious years, at least in the number of cases handled. 
But, with the passing of each year, the duties of and the 
demands upon the County Attorney are ever-increasing. 
These new duties, or better described as obligations, are 
tedious, time-consuming matters. The administration 
and prosecution of Reciprocal Support Petitions in- 
volve an ever increasing demand upon the time and at- 
tention of the County Attorney. Although the Uniform 
Reciprocal Enforcement of Support Act is perhaps one 
of the finest pieces of recent legislation, administration 
of the act requires considerable time, which time is not 
always available to the County Attorney. Other matters 
are usually present which by their nature have priority 
to the County Attorney’s time. 

The Sex Psychopath Law administration is more 
than just the preparation of Petitions to the Superior 
Court. Investigations and conferences are necessary 
before any action may safely be commenced. This all 
takes time. 
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Each year new legislation creates new laws, and new 
laws define new offenses, and both create new duties 
and obligations upon the County Attorney which make 
further demands upon his ever decreasing available 
time. It is not unlikely that the County Attorney’s office 
may be made, of necessity, a full-time position in the 
near future. At least this may be considered as true in 
Merrimack County. 

The fact that Merrimack County is the seat of the 
State Government and houses the State Prison and the 
State Hospital results in many additional duties for the 
Merrimack County Attorney. These factors are not a 
problem to other County Attorneys; as a matter of fact, 
it could be said that the other County Attorneys send a 
great many of their problems to Concord. 

The County Attorney takes this opportunity to ex- 
press his appreciation to Sheriff Clyde R. Parker and his 
Deputies, the New Hampshire State Police and especially 
Sgt. Archie Brown, and the various City and Town Po- 
lice Departments for their assistance and cooperation, 
and commends them for the excellent and faithful per- 
formance of their duties.

To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners 
of Merrimack County: 


Gentlemen: 


Nineteen hundred and fifty-nine has been a busy year 
at the Merrimack County Nursing Home. Our popula- 
tion figures show that there were 638 more patient weeks 
than 1958. The House of Correction and Jail had 203 
more weeks served than in 1958. 

Many improvements were made including the installa- 
tion of two Fire Escapes and our new Sprinkler System 
should be in operation by the first of February. The steps 
in front of the Institution were relaid and new cement 
steps were installed in front of the Men’s Hospital. 
Many rooms and hallways have been repainted, includ- 
ing our Basement Kitchen. Also, the Young Stock Barn 
and one-half of the Dairy Barn. Most of these repairs 
being made by the use of House of Correction labor. 

The Occupational Therapy Program, under the spon- 
sorship of the Spaulding Trust Fund, has progressed real 
well. Volunteers from various towns have organized 
the Merrimack County Nursing Home Auxiliary, who 
have given their time generously throughout the year to 
make this program a success, bringing many happy hours 
to the residents. 

During the year, the New Hampshire Heart Associa- 
tion held their Stroke Work Shop Meeting at the County 
Nursing Home and we were very happy to have our 
nurses participate. Also, the State Nurses’ Association 
sponsored a Civilian Defense Meeting at the County 
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Nursing Home under the direction of the New Hampshire 
Civilian Defense Agency. Director Admiral Brinkman 
gave the nurses the use of a Field Hospital Unit. Instruc- 
tions were given and some of the equipment was actually 
set up as if an emergency existed. The units worked on 
were the same as a 200-Bed Hospital Unit; now stored at 
the County Nursing Home, that could be used in a 
national emergency. 

Our 1959 Farm Operations were successful and crops 
produced well. We were pleased to come in third in the 
New Hampshire Green Pastures Contest; State and 
County institutions participating. The credit going to 
Farm Supervisor — Oliver Hastings and Assistant Farm 
Supervisor — Lester Tibbetts in cooperation with Paul 
Fenton, County Agricultural Agent and the Agriculture 
Department of U. N. H. 

Your county’s program of raising beef to be used at 
the institution, is working out well. We are using the 
Open-Shed Method of raising this beef. 

During the summer, enough lumber was cut off the 
farm to build a silo at the Young Stock Barn, which held 
approximately 150 tons of ensilage. 

At the County House of Correction and Jail, the usual 
amount of repairs and painting was completed plus the 
addition of flood lights installed on the outside of the 
building. 

We wish to extend our sincere thanks to the many 
organizations, Churches, Salvation Army, Business & 
Professional Women’s Club, Kiwanis Club, Merrimack 
County Nursing Home Auxiliary, 4-H Clubs, Boy Scouts, 
Girl Scouts, individuals, etc., for programs presented, 
donations of many articles such as books, magazines, 
tray favors, clothing and other items that brought many 
pleasant hours of happiness to the residents. 

The Catholic and Protestant Clergymen were most co- 
operative in giving of their time for the spiritual help 
and guidance for everyone. 
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We wish to express our appreciation to Dr. McLeod, 
Dr. Shaw, and to our Staff for their splendid cooperation. 
It has been a pleasure to work with the County Com- 
missioners, with their able advice and cooperation, help- 
ing everyone to make 1959 a successful year at the Mer- 
rimack County Nursing Home.

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 71, Sec- 
tion 27, of the Revised Statutes Annotated, the biennial 
examination and audit of the accounts of Merrimack 
County has been made by this Division. The audit cov- 
ered the fiscal years ended December 31, 1957 and De- 
cember 31, 1958. Submitted herewith is the report of 
this audit including Exhibits as hereafter listed. The 
report consists of three sections as follows: 


Section I-— Fiscal Year Ended December 31, 1957 
Section II — Fiscal Year Ended December 31, 1958 
Section IIJ— Ten Year Statement of County Taxes 

Assessed, Net Debt and Bonded Debt 


Scope of Audit 


Included in the examination and audit were the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, County Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior 
Court and Superintendent of the County Farm. 


Financial Statements 


Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibits A & J) 
Comparative Balance Sheets for the fiscal years ended 
December 31, 1956-1957 and December 31, 1957-1958, 
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are presented in Exhibits A & J, respectively. As in- 
dicated therein the financial condition of the County 
changed from a Surplus of $31,100.22 to a Net Debt of 
$13,519.26, in 1957. The Net Debt decreased by $10,- 
196.01 in 1958. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: 


Fiscal Year Ended December 31, 1957 (Exhibit B) 
Fiscal Year Ended December 31, 1958 (Exhibit K) 


Statements presenting an analysis of the factors 
which caused the change in financial condition of the 
County during the fiscal years ended December 31, 
1957 and December 31, 1958, are included in Exhibits 
B and K respectively. 

The change in financial condition during the year 
1957, amounted to $44,619.48. The factors which 
caused this were as follows: 


Decrease in Surplus (Increase in Net Debt)

In the fiscal year ended December 31, 1957, a net 
overdraft of appropriations of $15,145.76, plus a revenue 
deficit of $1,181.58, resulted in a net budget deficit of 
$16,327.34. 

A net overdraft of appropriations of $31,827.95, less 
a revenue surplus of $9,387.44, resulted in a net budget 
deficit of $22,440.51 in the fiscal year ended December 
31, 1958. 

Summary Statements of Receipts and Expenditures: 
Fiscal Year Ended December 31, 1957 (Exhibit E) 
Fiscal Year Ended December 31, 1958 (Exhibit N) 


Summary statements of the receipts and expendi- 
tures of the County, made up in accordance with the 
uniform classification of accounts, for the fiscal years 
in 1957 and 1958 are presented in Exhibits E and N, 
respectively. 


Accounts of Commissioners and Treasurer 


An examination was made of all orders issued by the 
Commissioners and Clerk of Superior Court during the 
periods under review. Supporting invoices and payrolls 
were likewise examined and the classification of ex- 
penditures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as 
of December 31, 1958, is indicated in Exhibit P. 


Clerk of the Superior Court 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of 
the Superior Court of Merrimack County were examined. 
Court receipts were checked by source, insofar as pos- 
sible, and found to be properly recorded. Court orders 
issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, 
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vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of the Su- 
perior Court Justice. 


County Farm 


Receipts of the Farm from the sale of dairy products, 
livestock, produce, and from boarders were checked by 
source through the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts 
of the Farm, as recorded in the cash book, were prop- 
erly accounted for by the Superintendent through de- 
posits in the bank to the credit of the County Treas- 
urer’s account. 

Classified summary statements of receipts and ex- 
penditures of the County Home for the years 1957 and 
1958 are presented in Exhibits F & O, respectively. 


General Comments 


Overdrafts of Appropriations: 

It is noted that in each of the years 1957 and 1958, 
there were net overdrafts of budgetary appropriations 
amounting to $15,145.76 and $31,827.95, respectively 
(Exhibits D and M). 

However, it is further noted that in accordance with 
the provisions of Chapter 24, Section 15, of the Revised 
Statutes Annotated, the Executive Committee of the 
Merrimack County Delegation authorized the County 
Commissioners on December 4, 1957 to exceed the 1957 
budget by not more than $25,000.00, and on December 
22, 1958, granted authority to exceed the 1958 budget 
in an amount up to $40,000.00. 


Conclusion: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 of 
the Laws of 1955, a copy of this report or a summary of 
its findings and recommendations (letter of transmittal) 
should be published in the next annual report of the 
County. This letter of transmittal should be included 
in its entirety but the publication of Exhibits is optional. 

The appreciation and thanks of this Division is hereby 
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expressed to the officials of Merrimack County and their 
office staffs for the assistance rendered during the 
course of the audit.
